Manuel Bombela must bo hanged 
for killing hie brother-in-law at Loa 
Alamitos on the night of March bl. 
That, in effect, wan the verdict or the 
jury that tried Bombela. The verdict 
was “guilty aa charged in the informa­ 
tion,“ which carriea with it no other 
penalty than hanging. 
Bombela’s savagery was pictured 
to the jury in no uncertain terms by 
District Attorney West and Deputy 
Koepsel. Attorney Spencer put up a 
hard fight for Bombela, to whose de­ 
fense he was appointed by the court, 
and had Bombela followed Spencer’s 
advice his neck would have been sav­ 
ed. Bombela, however, 
is 
credited 
to listening to the advice of Rosario 
Sains. Because he did listen to Sains, 
his neck stands in jeopardy. 
It came about this way: After he 
was appointed, Spencer investigated 
the case, and recognised that it was a 
desperate one. He negotiated a plea 
of guilty with the expectation of a 
sentence for life. Bombela did plead 
guilty as he was advised by his attor­ 
ney. Going back to jail he undoubted­ 
ly gavevhls ear to the talk of Sains, 
then in* jail libre. That is the - way 
fudge West slsed up the situation 
when Bombela came Into court, and 
asked th withdraw his plea of guilty 
and stand trial. 
The .trial was held/ and the facts 
were laid before the jury. 
It was 
shown 'that Bombela’s wife left him 
and went to her brothers,, Apolonlo 
and Felipe chiles. Bombela went to 
the place, armed with a revolver and 
a big knife. After an altercation, Bom­ 
bela invited Apolonlo outside Of the 
house. As Apolonlo stepped out, Bom­ 
bela fired a shot at him. Apolonlo 
grappled with him, took the revolver 
from him and went to his mother, to 
whom he turned It over. He turned 
just in time to see Bombela coming at 
him with a knife. In the rush Apolonlo 
was twice stabbed, and death follow­ 
ed.After the jury brought in Its ver­ 
dict, Judge West set July SO as the 
time for sentence.

Tbr. He* Dames Hr A. Hart at tempo­ 
rary treasurer. ' 
Wotherspoon’s plan Is to secure a 
thousand acres of good land near this 
elty aild handle It according to sci­ 
entific and intensive farming ideas, 
employing one or more men to the 
acre. The company is to furnish all 
the money required and the laborers 
are to work without wages. Shelter, 
food, clothing and all necessariea are 
to be furnished the men, he says, and 
at the end of every six months the 
net profits are to be divided equally, 
one-half going to the laborer and the 
other half to the stockholders.

2000 persons at Wednesday 
night's camp meeting were electrified 
by Evangelist Brown’s powerful ser­ 
mon on “Human Influence,’’ and tears 
and laughter alternated among 
the 
men and women who heard each word 
with 
remarkable 
attention. 
The 
speaker’s terse and incisive comments 
on the everyday small sins of profess­ 
ed Christians, which, he said, were 
stabbing the church in California to 
death, met responses at frequent In­ 
tervals. Cries of “That’s so’’ and 
“God forgive us’’ 
resounded 
from 
parquette and gallery of the big audi­ 
torium alike, and faces wet with tears 
gave evidence of the preacher’s pow- 
er. 
Taking his text from “Revelations,'’ 
the evangelist referred eloquently to 
the influence exerted by every human 
being on the destiny of the world, and 
pleaded for carefulness in daily life 
so that no act of any professing 
Christian should influence a human 
being toward the paths of sin. 
He 
again scored the theater, the saloon 
and the card table as instruments for 
influencing the world to vice. 
He urged the husbands 
to 
quit 
“having spells’’ of temper at home 
and then putting on their Sunday 
faces and their Sundae smiles with 
their Sundiy clothes and practically 
asking God to inspect them only on 
Sundays and credit them with lead­ 
ing a religious life. He urged men 
and women alike not to continue to 
place their lodge or their club above 
their church. 
“You men,’’ he said, 
“used to be pretty strong on joining 
lodges and dubs, but your wives and 
daughters and sisters are now ‘going 
tome’ along that line 
themselves.” 
He disclaimed any intention of be­ 
littling the work of lodges or clubs, 
but urged his hearers not to place 
them above the church nor to “side­ 
track the church While they gave the 
right of way on the main line to lodge 
or oiub as it came booming along.’’ 
Next Sunday is expected to witness 
the largest gathering of people ever 
in attendance at a religious service 
In this section of Southern California. 
Hundreds of persons from Los Ange­ 
les have signified their intention of 
being present, and every church In 
this and neighboring cities has an­ 
nounced that it will close to give the 
congregations an opportunity to at­ 
tend the camp meeting. 
Special musical programmes 
will 
feature the three preaching services 
of the day, at ll o’clock In the morn­ 
ing. and at 3 In the afternoon and 8 
in the evening. Special cars will run 
on the Paolfic Electric Railroad, and 
those visiting the camp meeting can 
return home at almost any hour of 
the day or evening.

“I had seen the old 
man walking about the streets of the 
town many times and he was often 
pointed out to me as being nearly 
two hundred years old. So Interested 
were the state officials in the report 
of the great age of the man that a 
special commission

appointed 
to investigate the olaim. The records 
of the parish church show that he 
was horn In 1727. 
He left 7000 de­ 
scendants. 
“He often told his friends in Jok­ 
ing manner that he had the largest 
family of any man in the world. No 
one knows how many times he was 
married, but it Is commonly reported 
that ha married his last wife when 
be was past the age of 150 years and 
that they had several children. 
“Calvarlo was sn As tee Indian. His 
rules of living were simple; In fact, 
he observed no set of rules. He ate 
whatever ha liked, sad, of course, 
his poverty prevented him from far­ 
ing vary sumptuously.

was a

liquors 
for 165 years, according to his own 
statement

to 
friends, and his memory did not go 
hack to the time when he

SPIRIT OF 
’16 INSPIRES THE 
LEADERS OF THE NEW PARTY 


(FROM THE SAN FR ANCISCO BULLETIN) 
The spirit of the movement whictf 
has for its object the freeing of the 
public mind from partisan prejudice 
and the restoration of genuine popu­ 
lar government in the naUon is well 
expressed by William A. Prendergast, 
who three years ago was elected Con-*; 
troller of New York city on the anti- 
Tammany fusion ticket. 
In an ap­ 
peal to the prjgressive voters of his 
state to rally to the support of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt he says: 
“A new party is a necessity because 
so many have come to realise the 
hopelessness of truly efficient and up­ 
right government through the agency 
of either of the old parties unless they 
could be effectually divorced from the 
sinister control of those who believe 
that ’the power to take is a fitting 
rule of life.” ’ 
After pointing out that the princi­ 
ples represented by tile party now in 
process of organization aro as neces­ 
sary to the effective betterment of 
state and local affairs as they are es­ 
sential to the perpetuation of the na­ 
tional government, this people’s cham­ 
pion. who speaks for the masses in a 
stronghold of special interests, calls 
for a forward movement all along the 
line. for a fight against every reaction­ 
ary candidate, from constable to presi­ 
dent. And then comes this patriotic 
plea: 
“Let every man who has In him the 
spirit of the minute men of Concord 
and Lexington follow the example of a 


distinguished citisen who has already 
signified his intention of fighting for 
this cause, aud in doing so said: 
‘I 
want to enlist, not for the campaign, 
but for the war.’ ’’ 
No progressive citisen can dispute 
the premise of Prendergsst’s 
argu­ 
ment. The bitter conflict in the Chi­ 
cago and Baltimore conventions and 
the power exerted by tools of great 
combines of capital have proved con­ 
clusively that the old parties canuot 
be “effectually divorced” from “those 
who believe that ‘the power to take is 
a fitting rule of life.” ’ The only re­ 
lief lies in a new deal and a square 
deal. Only through the formation of 
a progressive party and the routing 
of the old parties eau the people bring 
about the legislation 
necessary 
to 
make the government administered in 
their uarne responsive to their will. 
The line-up is plain. The Republican 
party, as represented by the remnant 
that Indorses a 
stolen 
nomination, 
stands for plutocracy; the Democratic 
party stands for a compromise 
be­ 
tween plutocracy and democracy; the 
progressive party 
stands 
for real 
democracy, the kind that means a 
government of, by and for the people. 
The paramoput Issue is something 
more than high tariff, tariff revision 
or tariff for revenue oniy. it Is plutoc­ 
racy against democracy. And on that 
issue every progressive in the nation 
should join the new party and cast 
his ballot for Theodore Roosevelt.

Interest of the local banding trades 
Is now chiefly centered in plans , for 
the new county hospital and the new 
grammar school in the southern part 
of the city. Both of these, It is expect­ 
ed, will be built during the coming fall 
and will add materially to the propor­ 
tions of the building boom which is 
expected.

Contract having been let for the 
grammar school, which is to be at 
the corner of Fairview avenue and 
Broadway, it is expected that work 
will be started in a very short time. 
The banding Is to contain nine rooms, 
will be built In the mission style and 
will be equipped with all modern con- 


veniences. The contract price Is $21,- 
600, A. C. Black has the contract, and 
this assures work for a considerable 
body of men during a period of many 
weeks. 
\ 
It is understood that the Board of 
Supervisors will shortly call for com­ 
petitive plans to be submitted by ar­ 
chitects for the county hospital. This 
method of procedure is required by 
state law, but Is not always observed. 
After plans have been adopted bids 
for the construction work will be call­ 
ed for, but it is likely that before this 
is done the site will be determined on. 
As yet it is not known what charac­ 
ter of building is contemplated, but 
the probabilities are that It will be 
of substantial as well as attractive 
character, and as nearly fireproof as 
possible. The building is likely to be 
the subject of some lively bidding on 
the part of the various lines of build­ 
ing trades interested. 
Building permits during the past 
week were few, and there is strong 
evidence of a summer dullness Just at 
present. However, many projects for 
the future have assumed definite 
shape, and there is no prospect of a 
paucity of work. Work was started 
this week on a building to be erected 
for F. E. Keiser on Santa Fe street, 
near First, to be utilised by Dale A 
Company as an Irrigating pipe fac­ 
tory and warehouse. It is to be 60x100 
feet, built of frame and corrugated 
iron. 
Architectural Designer F. W. Opp 
has prepared plans for a modern six- 
room frame bungalow to be erected 
for Valentine Dubois at the corner of 
Nineteenth and Broadway. It will be 
finished inside in handsome style and 
will cost about $2500. Mr. Opp has 
also prepared plans for a seven-room 
residence in 8wlss chalet style to be 
built by Bert Newman at a cost of 
about $2000.

Talk of the remodeling 
of 
the 
Spurgeon building, on West Fourth 
street, into a four-story 
structure, 
has raised the question in the minds 
of many as to whether the founda­ 
tions and walls would be adequate 
for such a building, it not boing the 
usual thing to build two-story houses 
In such substantial manner that they 
may be made to carry double the or­ 
iginal weight. 
Those who are acquainted with the 
building, howovor, know that it is an 
exceptional structure in more ways 
than one. 
For one thing, there is 
not a' building west of 8alt Lake City, 
it is said, with so wide an open span 
—62 feet—without a truss 
to sup­ 
port the span. The building was de­ 
signed and constructed by H. H. 
Roper, at present city 
building in­ 
spector, and when he proposed to 
build the wide hall without a truss, 
many architects said it could not be 
done. Mr. Roper worked at the plan 
for some time, however, and Anally 
found a way which not only proved 
feasible, but has stood 
the test of 
time perfectly. 
In the old days they put up build­ 
ings to stay put, and the Spurgeon 
block was started with foundations 
42 inches wide, set in 
trenches in 
which the earth had first been la- 
borously packed by weeks of hand 
work. 
They have never settled the 
fraction of an inch, and are aq solid 
as the bed rock. 
The walls above 
the foundations are seventeen inches 
thick, and are able, it is said, to sup­ 
port the weight contemplatea with a 
wide margin. 
However, it is going 
to be some Job to tear out the in­ 
terior of a building so solidly con­ 
structed.

L08 ANGELES PRODUCE MARKET 


Warm weather has made an excel­ 
lent demand for lemons and a better 
call for limes than has ever before 
been experienced, according to deal­ 
ers in these citrus products. The peo­ 
ple of Southern California do not real­ 
ise the value of the lime as a thirst 
quencher and as one of the guest of 
the citrus products grown here, and 
consequently the demand is not what 
it really should be. 
Frequently 
the 
dealers are forced to 
throw 
away 
large stocks of limes because 
the 
call is so light, and producers of cit­ 
rus stock are chary of handling very 
many. It was only a few years ago 
that all of the limes used here came 
from Mexico or from Florida. The for­ 
mer have practically been barred on 
account of the scale which they carry, 
and the latter are seldom shipped in. 
The local market is plentifully sup­ 
plied now, this being the height of the 
lime season. They are selling from 75 
cents to $1 per hundred, and in large 
lots may be obtained even more cheap­ 
ly. Long exposure to air and light af* 
tor they have been 
picked 
causes 
browning of the skin and loss of mar­ 
ket value. Lemons are unchanged and 
firm. There is very little really high- 
class stoqk obtainable, most of this 
being shipped East. 
In the market of staples there were 
no price ohangea in any line. Receipts 
of eggs were 508 cases and the de­ 
mand for them was fair. A few are be­ 
ing put into storage and reports of 
some eustern eggs on the way for 
that purpose are general. 8ase-count 
sold at 24 % cents in a Jobbing way. 
Butter arrivals were 31,209 pounds. 
The demand for this commodity was 
fair. Some eastern butter is coming 
in. second-class stock is in little call, 
with the cheap quotations on the best 
grades. 
The potato market 
developed 
no 
features 
worth 
mentioning. 
Prices 
were still low and movement of stock 
slow at the figures 
called for. 
Re­ 
ceipts were 176 sacks. No onion ar­ 
rivals were reported. Bean receipts 
were thirty sacks and the new stock 
is soon expected. Sweet potatoes were 
plentiful and sold along at 5 cents a 
pound.
